Rensselaer  artist  Bonnie  Zimmer,  who  has  been  teaching  art  classes  at  Saint 
Joseph's  College  since  1980,  has  been  working  to  enrich  the  College's 
existing  art  curriculum  imd  increase  the  visibility  of  tlie  arts  programs  on 
campus.  "1  want  to  build  up  tlie  visual  art  program,  but  I  also  hope  to  see  art 
become  a  lively  exmacurricular  activity  at  the  College  as  well."  says  Zimmer.

I  Zimmer  has  seventeen  years  experience  teaching  grade  1-12  in  public 
schools  iuid  has  received  numerous  awards  for  her  efforts  in  art 
education,  most  recently  being  named  the  1998  Western  Region  Art 
Educator  of  the  Yeai-  by  the  National  Art  Education  As.sociation. 

Saint  Joseph's  College  currently  supports  an  18  credit  Art  minor,  but 
Zimmer  hopes  to  develop  both  an  Art  major  imd  an  Art  Education 
major.  She  has  been  working  toward  milking  the  existing  classes 
dyniunic.  often  augmenting  studio  work  in  Design.  Ceramics,  Fiber. 
Drawing.  Painting,  and  Printmaking  with  field  dips  and  work  at  remote 
locations.  "My  clas.ses  also  regularly  take  field  trips  to  visit  nurseums 
like  the  Ait  Institute  of  Chicago  and  the  Indianapolis  Mu.seum,"  she 
says.  "Trips  like  these  enrich  the  students'  experience  with  art." 

Zimmer  notes  that  art  plays  an  important  role  in  the  College's  cuiricu- 
lum  beyond  the  Art  program  itself  Saint  Joseph's  distinctive  Core 
Program  is  committed  to  including  an  appreciation  of  tlie  arts  in  its 
curriculum.  Also,  ait  classes  are  included  as  electives  in  the  proposed 
Human  Serv'ices  major  and  are  a  fundamental  part  of  the  Elementary 
;  Education  major,  in  which  students  satisfy  ait  requirements  they  will 
need  to  receive  a  teaching  license.  "I  consider  the  foundations  classes 
for  the  Elementary  Education  majors  to  be  among  the  most  important 
,  classes  I've  taught  anywhere,"  says  Zimmer,  "because  these  students  are 

;  t  future  educators  who  will  impact  the  lives  of  hundreds  of  children."

Exhibitions  that  feature  student  work  are  now  being  held  at  the  end 
of  each  semester.  Zimmer's  painting  class  recently  fashioned  a 
classroom  into  a  painting  studio,  separate  from  the  studio  space  for 
the  other  art  classes.  The  students  have  also  formed  an  Art  Club, 
t  which  has  hosted  a  number  of  activities  in  its  first  year,  including  a 
trip  to  the  Art  Exposition  at  Chicago's  Navy  Pier  and  the  hosting  of 
I  a  number  of  workshops.

2001  at  23-30 

Saint  Joseph's  College  Puma  baseball  team,  under 
the  direction  of  first-year  head  coach  Rick  O'Dette, 
finished  their  2001  campaign  with  a  23-30  overall 
record  and  a  Great  Lakes  Valley  Conference  record 
of  10-17,  which  placed  them  in  fifth  place  in  the 
GLVC  North  Division. 

SJC  as  a  team  batted  .281  with  467  hits  in  1663  at- 
bats  while  scoring  286  runs.  Of  the  467  hits,  76  were 
doubles,  13  triples  and  25  home  runs  and  the  rest 
were  singles.  Of  the  286  runs,  267  were  driven  in  by 
the  batter.  The  Pumas  walked  147  times,  struck  out 
336  times  and  were  hit  by  the  pitcher  69  times.  Saint 
Joseph's  were  31  of  53  in  their  stole  base  attempts 
and  had  a  fielding  percentage  of  .940.  Their  on-base 
percentage  was  .360  while  their  slugging  percentage 
was  .287. 

The  Pumas'  pitching  staff  had  a  4.76  earned  run 
average  with  10  complete  games  pitched  and  eight 
saves.  SJC  struck  out  265  of  their  opponents  while 
walking  169.  They  gave  up  311  runs  of  which  216 
were  earned. 

SJC's  pitching  staff  was  led  by  Mark  Gmzewski  (Sr,  P, 
Tinley  Park,  IL/Andrew)  with  a  team  low  1.09 
earned  run  average,  team  high  five  victories  and  four 
saves.  Junior  Keith  Nawrocki  (Tinley  Park,  IL/ 
Andrew)  led  SJC  with  a  team  high  50  strikeouts 
while  Mark  Stasch  (Jr,  Elmhurst,  IL/York)  pitched  in 
a  team  high  70  innings  and  Jimmy  Cartwright  (So,  P, 
Indianapolis,  IN/Cathedral)  appeared  in  a  team  high 
24  games.
